2 ne Attempt to Blow Up the Casino at 


At 10 0’clock last night Monte Carlo ex- 
rienced asensation such as it has never 
pee before during its existeuce as a head: 
qua rters for gaming. A most daring uttempt 
at robbery was made under cover of the ex- 
losion of a bomb in the main gaming rom. 
which most of the lights were extinguish- 
and all the officials and spectators driven 


from one of the rente et quarante tables. 


g As usual on Saturday the number of visi- 
tors was greater than at any other time of the 
week, and, although ‘‘the season” is practi- 
there are many hundreds of for- 
eign visitors in Nice, Mentone and Monaco. 
The soft, balmy air andthe exquisite beauty 
ofthe evening attracted a large crowd to 
Monte Carlo to gamble, flirt, promneade and 
listen to the concert. Tnere were several 
' high players at the gaming tables—one of 
nom bad won 200,000f. the aay before—and 
=< consequently the crowd was rather iaciined to 

rong the rooms where, amid constant re- 

uests of Faites vos jeux, m ssieurs,“ 
followed by the monotonous ien 
ne va plus,” the votaries of chance were 
staking thousands upon the turn of a card or 
the eccentric gyrations of an ivory bull. At 
every table there were numbers of spectators 
as well as players, and the gallerie—as the 
throng of bystanders is called—was three and 
four deep. Especially wasthis the case at 
ihe trente et quarante table furthest from the 
entrance, where play was highest. The con- 
cert was near its close, and, as the final strains 
of Strauss’ “Chronique Viennoise’’ valse were 
played, the concert room was nearly wholly 
abandoned for the greater excitement of 


1 watching the high play. 
3 THE PALACE OF CHANCE. 


To fully understand what followed, a sketch 


of the gaming rooms is neecessary. 


Casino Building consists of two parts, one 
coutaining the gaming tables, the other and 
larger part being devoted to the concert room, 
reading rooms, vestiaires, offices, vaults and 
cash room. The wing containing the tables is 
only a single story in height, set upon a high 
basement. It is in the old Moorish style of 
architecture, and most of its roof consists of 4 
heavy colored glass. The rooms are lighted by 
several gas chandeliers and brackets, and the 
tables have a swinging chandelier at each end, 


containing four lamps burning oil. 


the mantelpiece stood a large, massive bronze 
aud git clock, several caindela‘ris and two 
very heavy Japanese vases. The windows 
and the veranda are about ten or twelve feet 
above the ground. The gayety of the evening 
was at its hei- ht. There were hundreds of 
ledies and gentlemen gathered in the building. 
| For the berefit of those who have never visit- 
ed Monte Carlo, I may say that gambling, 
barer it may be regarded as wicked and 
demoralizing in itself, does not present such 
objectionable features in this earthly paradise 
as it does in less favored localities; and gen- 
tlemen and lad ies of the highest respectabili- 
ty and social position not only join the crowd 
of on-lookers but stake their money. It is 
less than two weeks ago since I was sand - 
wiebed between the Duchess of Montrose and 
the Rev. Newman Hall, of London, and I no- 
ticed that Her Grace was as deeply interested 
in tue fate cf ber five hundred franc notes as 
ell, we’il say I was in my occasional louis.

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IN SEARCH OF THE CULPRITS. 

The first question naturally is, Who could 
have done it?“ The administration—that is, 
the managers of the Casino—profess to believe 
that it was done as an act of vengeance 
robbery, and

absurd and the claim false, 
self saw a considerable amount taken at least 
three or four minutes after the explosion.

lerced, the next great achievements in this 
direction promise to be like the first, 
tunnels under water. Leaving out 


of consideration the tunnel be- 


neath the English Channel, the comoletion of 
which seems nowa remote ~ contingency, we 
bave nearer homeinthe tunnel under the 
Hudson at New York ah undertaking rivaling 
in me gnitude anything of like nature hitherto 
attempted in this country. Work on this tua- 
nel was begun six years ago, but was delayed 
by long-drawn litigation, the railroad com- 
panies themstlves, what with their heavy inu- 
vestments in depots and boats for crossing the 
ferry and their mutual jealousies, blocking in 
eve) y way possible the progress of the scheme. 
The chief obstacles to the advance of the tun- 


nel are now, however, said to be removed, 


apd the work is going steadily forward. The 
forces behind the euterprise are the Hudson 
Tunnel Railroad Company with - Dewitt C. 
Haskin as president and a capital of $10,000,- 
000 


While the railway tunnel under the Thames 
is about 1.600 feet long, the one under Hud- 
son will be 5,500 feet. It is, moreover, de- 


signed to be double-barreled, so to speak— 


two tunnels running side by side and converg- 


ing and broadening into each other as either 


side of the river isreached. The dépots of 
the New Jersey end will be a half-mile ‘back 
from the river, but the location of the termi- 
nus on the New York side has not yet been 
fully decided. Excavation, thus far confined 
tothe Jersey side of the river, bas been pushed 
forward oyer 60 feet beyond the outer edge 
of the docks. Three gangs of 40 men working 
eight hours each make progress at the rate of 
three feet a day, and it is hoped by its projec: 
tors that the tunnel will be finished in 1883, 
or in time to land in the heart of city the an- 
ticipated millions of visitors to the interna- 
tional fair which New York is planning in 
honor of the centennial anniversary of the 
recognition of American independence. 

The methods of construction employed in 
building the tunnel are carefully illustrated 
in a recent number of the Scientific Ameri- 
can, upon which we draw for some of the 
more interesting details. Atthe foot of Fif- 
teenth street, Jersey City, 100 feet from the 
water, a shaft has been sunk, thirty feet in 
diameter and sixty feetin depth. This is 
lined with brick-work four feet thick. The 
river, somewhat shallow othe Jersey side, 
deepens to sixty feet within 1,000 feet of the 
New York shore, aud the tunnel will be ear- 
ried on a grade some twenty-five feet below 
the river bed. The digging sofar has been 
very easy, andthe mixture of blue clay and 
sand is puddled with water as it is removed 
and forced out by the pressure of the air 
tbrough a six-inch ee. As the New York 
side of the Hudson is approached, however, 
a solid bed of rock will confront 
the excavators. An original feature of 
the work upon this tunnel is the use of com- 
pressed air to keep out water and help uphold 
the earth. An air lock closes the mouth of the 
tunnel, and a pressure of from 17 to 20 pounds 
to the square inch is maintained inside its 
gates. ith some precaution in making the 
change from the outside air the laborers find 
no difficulty in breathing and working under 
this increase of the ordinary atmospheric 
pressure; the electric light illumines with 
noon-day brightness their subterranean tasks. 
and the handy telephone serves for communi- 
cation with the managers above ground. Foot 
by foot as the work is advanced the tunnel is 
protectively inclosed with bolted sheets of 
thick boiler iron, making a huge iron cylinder; 
this in turn is lined completiy around with a 
hard-brick wall two feet in thickness, present- 
ing a substantial arch capable of withstanding 
great pressure at the sides as well as at the 


top. 

When the great work is at last accomplish- 
ed, it is estimated that the tunnel will alow of 
the passe ge of 400 trains a day. The advan- 
tages to New York of the Hudson River Tun- 
nel, as can readily be seen, will be immense. 
Not only will it vastly economize the business 
of freighting and ordinary travel, but it will 
vie with the elevated railwaysin opening ways 
to new and inexpensive homes to moderately 
circumstanced citizens. 


Private Executions Proposedin Russia. 
From the St. Petersburg Golos. ] 


The Minister of Justice has submitted to 
the Czar for his appreval a new law directing 
that executions shall hereafter take place in 
the prison yard and in the presence of certain 
officials, instead of in public ae and in 
the presence of the populace. It is reported 
that the Czar is disposed to acquiesce in this 
change. The reasons that have influenced 
the Ministerof Justice are these: Since 1875 
it bas repeatedly happenedin St. Petersburg, 
as well asin the other cities of Russia, es- 
pecially in the city of Penza, that political 
criminals, on their way to execution, have 
created disturbance by 3 protesting 
against their sentence and by calling the peo- 
ple to revolt against the Government; besides, 
see | have given a bad example by refusing, 
witb insults, the last religious consolations of- 
fered tothem. Even the loudest drumming 
has not always covered their inflammatory 
voices, and sometimes they have succeeded 
in exciting the sympath of the 


crowd. Ofcourse such a state of affairs could’ 


not be endured, and so it was proposed as 
early as 1876 to execute criminals in private. 
But, in view of the extraordinary political 
troubles from which Russia has been suffering 
for the past few years, it has bitherto been 
deemed advisable to preserve the public exe- 
cution. 

Political criminals are prone to regard 
themselves as victims sacrificed for opinions 
and martyrs of ideas. The more they are 
sure of their inevitable end the more they are 
ready to exert their last efforts toexcite the 
sympathy of the pers: In the crowd, 
among thousands of people, there may be 
found a fanatic to proclaim his sympathy with 
the condemned, and so a great disturbance 
may be created. Besides, it is impossible to 
ascribe to the horrible spectacle either a de- 
terrent or a moralizing influence. History 
furnishes abundant proofs against the assum- 
ed salutary effect of these scenes. Therefore 
it is impossible not to sympathize with the 
new law. The private execution is the first 
unmistakable step toward the absolute aboli- 
tion of capital punishment.

BLAZING FORESTS. 


Magnificent Spectacle in the Pennsyl- 
vania Mountains. ä 
Tyrone (Pa.) Special to Phil. Times, 14th. 
The great fire on the Allegheny Mountains 
north and northwest of Tyrone, iu the Clear- 
field coal region, commencing at a poiat about 
seven miles distant, extending all the way to 
Philipsburg, Centre county, fifteen miles 
beyond, and surrounding the mining towns of 
Osceola and Houtzdale on the Moshannon and 
west on to the Goss Run Branch, continues to 
burn without any sign offabatement. Rain in 
drerching showers is the only thing to stop it 
in its mad career, and the cloudless sky of to- 
duy does not hola gut much nope of rain soon. 
‘Lhe sky is heavily overcast with dense vol- 
umes of smoke, and the mountains ia the 
burning aistrict, usually clearly discerni- 
ble during the ay, cannot be 
seen rom here to- day The 
fle mes are spreading hourly, the 
sea of fires already covering a space — or 
thirty-five miles in length, and from a half to 
three-quarters ofa mile wide, running down 
on either side of the mountain, lapping up 
everything in its wav. Fortunately outside 
of Osceola and Houtzdale and the towns north 
towards Philipsburg the path of the fire does 
not lead through a thickly-populated locality, 
but the destruction of valuable lumber is im- 
mense. The people of Houtzdale were suc- 
cessful in preventing their town from bei 
licked up by the monster that threatened it 
last night, although they were hemmed in on 
all sides by the flames. The report that the 
Catholic Church was burned yesterday was 
not correct. The railroad bridge south of 
Osceola, destroyed yesterday after- 
ncon, is being replace with 
all speed. and in th mean- 
time passengers and baggage are transferred 
on pontcons across the stream, the trains be- 
ing now able to run to either side. The wind 
veering to the south late yesterday afternoon 
the fire was driven further down the moun- 
tain toward Tyrone, through Emigh’s Gap, 
north of Gardner, on the Tyrone and Clear- 
tield Railway, ata point about eight miles 
from here, and into the vicinity of Zimmer- 
man, Bean & Co.’s steam saw-mill. Here 
three frame tenement houses, the property of 
D. Coucher, fell a prey to the devouring ele- 
ment. The ocupants lost most of their per- 
sonal property and barely escaped with their 
lives. A blacksmith shop at Zimmerman, 
Bean & Co.’s saw-mill was destroyed and 


the breast of their dam was 


burnt entirely out. About one thou- 
sand panels of fence and over one 
hundred cords of cut wood on the farm of J. 


W. Thomas, at the same place, were reduced 
to gshes. The loss in that vicinity wiil reach 


about $1,800, on which there is about $1,000 
insurance. Fully one million feet of hewn 
logs owned by D. W. Holt and a large amount 


owned by W. H. Wray, both of Philipsburg, 


were destroyed last night. The Loch Lomond 
steam saw-mill, owned by the first-named 
adjacent ill, owned by Wray, 


branch, are threatened.

Among the immigrants who were landed at 
Castle Gaiden by the steamship Westphalia, 
from Hamburg, on Wednesday, the Commis- 
sioncrs of Emigrution have discovered sixteen © 
numbering seventy-nine 
who come here utterly destitute, having beeu 
sent by the Government authorities of Bava- 
ria to relieve the community of the burden of 
suppoiting them. Aflidavits from them show 
that there is alarge emigration from the vil- 
lages in the Spessart Mountains to the United 
States of persons who are either unable or 
unwilling to earn a living in a legitimate way, 
and that the authorities secure them passage 
on the Hamburg-American line, give them a 
ocket-money, and then 
y appointed agents see 
that the paupers actually sail on the steamer. 
Some of those who have arrived have been 
professional beggars for years; one is a dis- 
charged railroad watchman, who was convict- 
ed of larceny and had served a term in the 
penitentiary; another is a poacher; 
are not willing to earn an honest living, while 
some are anxious to obtain employment. They 
represent that there is almost a famine in the 
part of the country they come from, and that 
the people are destitute and wish to emigrate. 
They bave neither friends nor relatives in 
this country, and in the absence of any pro- 
vision for this class of people the Commis- 
sioners of Emigration are at a loss as tothe 
best way of disposing of them.

The Jetties. 


The enemies of the Eads Jetties aie hard. But 
every day accumulates evidence against their 
theories and misrepresentations-.The latest fur- 
nished is that bv a corps of enrineers from the 
Texasand Pacific and the New Orleans and 
Pacific railroads, who have just reported the 
resuit of athorough inspection of the jetties 
recently madc by them. This report states 
thatthe South Pass, which five years ago was 
not navigable for vessels drawing over six 
leet, is now a magnificent stream, 
one thousand feet in width, with a central 
channel varying from two hundred and fifty to 
five hundred feetin width, where twenty-six 
feet is the least depth on the outer edges and 
where thirty-five teet is the average prevailing 
depth in the middle. This channel, also, has 
projected itself beyond the jetties, for at a dis- 
tance of five hundred feet outside the sea-walls 
there is awell-defined channel 1,000 feet in 
width, with a depth of twenty-six feet on the 
edges and thirty-two and thirty-seven feetin 
the center.—{Memphis Appeal.

Germany. 

BERLIN, May 17.—The Ultramontanes are 
resolved to recommence war against Bis- 
marck aud to stir up the Catholic population 
against the Government. The first import- 
ant meeting of the Catholics has been held at 
Dortmund, Westphalia, at which 20,000 per- 
sons were present, including many noblemen 
and influential leaders. The meeting fully 
approved the attitude of the Center party in 
the Reichstag and expressed the hope that 
the Catholics would move in the Reichstag for 
a law making Ministers responsible for their 
acts; also, to demand the total abolition of the 
May laws. 

The Catholic press have undertaken a gen- 
eral crusade to excite hatred and mistrust 
against the Government. Two leaders of the 
party, Prince Edmund Radziwill and Count 
Bellestrow, have gone to Rome to give some 
explanation of the state of affairs to the 
leaders at the Vatican and to receive 
instructions. The Bundesrath will prolong 
its sitting some weeks longer. 1 will be 
prorogued until October, when new business 
regulations will come in force and the Council 
will be composed quite differently, as all the 
leading German Ministers will participate in 
the discussions. 

BERLIN, May 17.—The Emperor has given 
his assent to the draft of a measure modifying 
the Falk laws. 


Turkey. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 17.—In replying to 
the note of the powers urging the re-occupa- 
tion by Turkish troops of the evacuated po- 
sition now occupied by Aibanians, the Porte 
proposes the formation of an international 
commission of inquiry.

THE CINCINNATI CONFERENCE. 


A Live Discussion at To-Day’s Session of the 
Methodist Gathering. 

CINCINNATI, May 17.—Bishop Wiley presided 
at the session of the conference to-day. The 
time was mostly spent in offering memorials 
and resolutions for reference. Among them 
was a resolution from the Vermont Conference 
requiring candidates tor the ministry to an- 
swer the questions: Do you use tobacco: 
„DO you use alcoholic stimulants in any 
tonm?’’

A sesolution was offered instructing the com- 
mi on the Freedmen’s Aid to enquire 
and report whether the duties of that societv 
could not be on Pe pe etry | divided between 
the ecucational and church extension societies.

A resolution by J. W. Willett declaring the 
Bishops-elect to be Bishops by tie fact of elec- 
tion and not by the ceremony of ordination, 
was referred to the Committee on Episcopacy. 

Much feeling was aroused by the introduction 
of a preamble and resolution by Dr. Olin, of 
Wvoming, the preamble reciting the evils of 
intemperance and alluding to the tact that 
one delegate of this conference (Dr. Goodwin) 
had lost his life through the intemperance of 
his brother and the resolution inviting Miss 
Francis E. Willard, representing 
the Women’s National Christian 
Union, to address the conference 
for ten minutes. The resolution was vigorous- 
ly opposed by Dr. Buckley and Mr. Curry, who 
argued that to make such a precedent would 
open the conference to a flood of applicants for 
a similer privilege. Dr. Hatfield said 
Miss Willard was a member of his 
church, and he would be glad 
to hear her, but he wanted all tobe treated 
alike,and he moved to amend by admitting all 
who represented similar organizations and 
wanted toaddressthe conference. This was 
lost. Dr. Payne then ved a substitute, 
which, in effect, was to strike out Dr. Olin’s 
—* On this the yeas and nays were 
called. 

The substitute was then adopted—yeas, 218; 
nays,119. Dr. Buckley then demanded the 
yeas and nays on original question, but de- 
mand was supported by only thirty-five, fifty 
being necessary to order yea and nay vote. 
Original motion was then adopted. Dr. Buck- 
ley then moved to adjourn, and it was carried 
without making any order with reference to 
Miss Willard’s speech.

to the MTwenty-tifth Anniversary of 
the German Roman Catholic Cen- 
tral society. 1855—1880.’’ No attempt 
had been made to decorate the hall 
withthe exception of a yellow Papal ensign, 
which was placed on the stage in the rear of 
the platform. Early this morning the majority 
otthe delegates attended the cglebration of 
high mass by the Right Rev. Bishop Ryan at 
St. Mary's. At 10 o'clock precisely the con- 
vention was called to order by the president, 
Mr. Henry J. Spaunhorst, of St. Louis. All 
the proceedings were in German. He deliy- 
ered a short but eloquent address, referring to 
the establishment of the Central Society in 
1555, when a very bitter feeling prevailea 
against the Catholics and against Catholicism. 
‘Lhe society only had slow growth for ten vears 
until the General Assembly held at Milwaukee 
—the stronghold of the Germansinthe West— 
in 1856, when the movement began steadily to 
zrow until in the twenty-fourth General As- 
sembly, held last year at Newark, 
N. J., 335 societies were represented, 
ewbracing 25,000 members with over $410,000 
in their treasury ,covering 109 towns and twen- 
t\-two States ofthe Union. Since then there 
had been a gradual increase. The speaker then 
referred to the General Assembly of 1857 held 
in Cincinnati, where the foundations ot the so- 


ciety were interwoven and enduringly inter- 


twined with the Catholic Church 
Since then their prosperity had continued to in- 
crease. The Central Societv did a good work 
in intusing vigor and new life into the local be- 
acvolent associations. In conclusion Mr. 
Spaunhorst glowingly eulogized the society and 
suid be only hoped thatit would go on grow- 
ing, andthat its golden jubilee would show the 
results ot its advancing prosperity and that it 
would be in an even more prosperous 
condition than at this its silver jubilee. 

On the platform with President Spaunhorst 
were Mr. Heftner, Dr. John M. Dietz and the 
Rev. Father Schwenniger, recording secretary. 

It was agreed thatthe reading of last year’s 
minutes be dispensed with. 

Father Schwenniger then read the names of 
the societies and delegates as follows:

THE END OF MU SICK 


The Supreme Court Affirms the Sentence 
of the Criminal Court, and He Must Go 
tothe Pea. 

The Supreme Court at Jefferson Citv this 
morning aflirmedthe action of the Criminal 
Court in sentencing Lew Musick, the ex-con- 
stable, to three years in the Penitent:ary for 


assault with intent to kill. The crime was 
committed on April 29, 1879, and the public 
is familiar with the circumstances, Jacob 
Hofstetter, the victim, a dairyman, had a pas- 
ture on the Olive street road, to which he drove 
his cattle every day. On this 
morning Musick and four assist- 
ants seized upon and = attempted to 
impound the cattle. Hofstetter and his driver 
attempted to prevent this, and Musicg claims 
that one of them assaulted him with a black 
snake whip. Hofstteter’s was attempting to 
drive back one of bis cows, when Musick fired 
a pistol and shot him in the back. A case of 
murder in the second degree, under similar 
circumstances, and a case of grand larceny is 
also pending against him. In the Hofstteter 
ease, the court instructed that in-as much as the 
cattle were in the highway anu being guarded, 
‘and were not on the property of another, 
that their owner was not guilty of a violation 
of the stock law. Musickis at large, being out 
on bail, and anumber of Sheriffs and police 
officers are out hunting him this afternoon.

Eabs' great project for a ship rail- 
way across the Isthmus of Panama has 
taken the shape of a bill soon to be pre- 
sented in the House. It has already been 


read and explained to the House Committee 
on Interoceanic Canal by Mr: Cochrau, of } 


Pennsylvania, The bill incorporates Mr. 
Eads and his associates as The Iuter- 
oceanic Transit Company.” The second 
section empowers the compeny to acquire 
and secure from the persons or Govern- 
ments controlling the rights-of-way, terri- 
tory, harbors and other necessary things, 
such rights, privileges and concessions as 
may be necessary. The third section pro- 
vides that if the company shall begin the 
construction of the railway within two 
years from the passage of the act, and shall 


prosecute the work diligently to comple- 
tion, similar rights shall not be granted by 


the United States to any other company, 
either for a ship railway or canal across the 
Isthmus, for fifty years. Tie fourth sec- 
tion provides for detailing o ships of 
war, properly officered, manned, equipped 
and provisioned, to assist in making all 
necessary preliminary surveys. The fifth 
section appropriates $100,000 for the ex- 
pense of such surveys. The sixth section 
provides that when, in the presence of a 
Board of Engineers, to be appointed by 
the President, a vessel of not less than 
4,000 displacement shall be safely and 
promptly transported across the Isthmus 


on such ship railway, the guarantee and ob- 


ligations of the Government shall at once 
aitach. The seventh and remaining sec- 
tions give the guarantee of the United 
States to the stockholders (the stock not to 
exceed $50,000,000) for a dividend of six 
per cent for thirty years from the date of 
the transportation of such first vessel, au- 
thorizes the company, if its road shall ex- 
ceed forty-five. miles in length, to issue 
mortgage bonds to the amount of $500,000 
for every mile in excess, and provides for 
tle repayment to the Government, by bonds 
and sinking fund, of such sums as may be 
paid by it under such guarantee of dividend.

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| HIGH SCHOOL OF CRIME. 


Prof. Soldan Talks Freely About the 
House of Refuge. 


Plans Proposed for Bettering the Condi- 
tion of the Inmates. | 


An Institution Ingeniously Constructed 
for the Dissemination of Vice. 


The condition of the House of Refuge is 


just now the social problem which is distress - 


ing the gentlemen of the Charity Com mission 
and the members of the City Government. It 
is admitted on all hands that, in the emphatic 


language of His Honor the Mayor, the in- 


stitution is a disgrace to the city, but 
the main question, how the disgrace is to be 


done away with, has by no means been solv- 
ed. The superintendent of the reformatory 


* 


Has done his whole duty under the law. but 
the system under which he is obliged to work 


has been too much for him, and it is 
no fault of his that the House 
of Refuge has become à plague 
spot ingeniously defeating all of its own ends, 
bringing up and graduating a rising genera- 
tion of criminals who will be a charge upon 
the city as long as they live. 

The investigation of the matter began by 
Mr. Friede’s discovery in the city lock-up of a 
poor little fellow, in for a small crime, and ia 
following up his case the whole matter has 
been opened up, and the Charity Commission- 
ers bave called the attention of the Municipal 
Assembly to the matter. 

THE INMATES 

The law provides that the waifs and strays 
of neglected childhood, drifting about the 
city without either home or friends, shall be 
sent here as to a home where they will be 
cared for and educated. Children, too, who 
have become so unruly and so bad, 
without being actually criminals, that their 
parents cannot govern them,are sent here,and 
jastly young criminals of, all grades, whose 
youth alone saves them frem thejpenitentiary, 
are sent in to leaven the whole mass. The boys 
al] eat, drink, sleep, work and play together, 
and hence it is no particular wonder that they 
all reach a dead level of no morality as soon 
us they have been long enough in the place to 
have become thoroughly contaminated. The 
case is exactly similar socially to what it 
would be physically if the authorities were to 
mix the paupers and the small-pox patients 
under one roof and keep them 
there all the time. Children caught 
on tbe streets find nothing at all to 
give them moral strength to resist the immoral 
nfluences they will meet. There is nota 
chance for a boy who goes into the institution 
to come out anything buta criminal, and this 
dispite the utmost care and vigilance on the 

art of the management,who honestly do their 

est for the boys under their care. 
With a view of presenting a plain 
statement of the case, a POST-DISPTACH re- 
porter called upon 

MR. SOLDAN, 

the principal of the Normal School, a gentle- 
man who has investigated the question thor- 
ougbly forthe benefit of the Social Science 
Association. Mr. Soldan was in the midst of 
his school- room work, and therefore unable 
to give as full a statement of his views as oth- 
erwise might have been possible. 

“The House of Refuge,“ he began, is un- 
doubtedly a hot-bed of crime, and it is abso- 
lutely necessary that something be done there 
atonce. Every day that passes makes the 
matter so much worse. 

“Well, what is the remedy?“ 

„Separation is the only one. The juvenile 
offenders should be strictly kept apart from 
the balance of the boys. You see there are 
thiee classes of boys taken there,young offend- 
ers, obstreperous boys and weak-minded 
children. By the way cnildren between two 
and nine years are sent at present tothe 
same place with girls who have led a life of 
shame. These bore are kept togeth- 
er all the time, which ingeniously 
brirgs those easiest contaminated with those 
easiest contaminating. Until proper build- 
ings can be erected total separation should be 
made in the play ground, inthe work-shop, 
during meals, and in the bed-rooms. 
There is fifty thousand dollars ju the treas- 
ury Which can be put into proper buildings, 
and these buildings should be urged on at 
once.“ 

5 As, to the work done what do you think 
of it“ 

„Unfortunately the work is all wrong. The 
management has proceeded on the mistaken 
assumption that the institution ought to be 
self-supporting. 

IT OUGHT NOT TO BE SELFeSUPPORTING. 
There is only one trade tauzht—shoemaking— 
and to make that trade pay one boy is taught 
sole cutting, another makes heels, and so on. 
The factory system is carried out in allits 
details, and the boys when they leave the 
House of Refuge are eompelled to get work in 
the factories or get no work at all. This of 
course keeps them inthe crowded city, the 
very worst place for them, and as it is not 
possible for all the boys who leave the Work- 
house to get work in thetwoor three fac- 
tories, they drift very naturally 
into crime, and in the end it costs the city 
very much more to keep and punish these 
criminals than it would have cost had their 
short-sighted policy of looking only to the 
present gain not been followed. If the boys 
are to be taught shoemaking let it be the kind 
of shoemaking at which they can always get 
work. Learn them to make the 
whole shoe. A great many will follow 
their trade out of the town into 
the country, and so become decent citizens 
and good members of society. The aim ought 
to be to get them out of town.“ 

„What else would you suggest!“ 

„There should be other trades by all means. 
It makesa great difference to a boy if he is 
working at a trade which he selected for him- 
self, or following one at which he was put 
without asking bis preference.“

These in- 
stitutions comprise all shades of religious be- 
lief, and it would simply be following in the 
wake of other cities to use their resources for 
the public good. None of them would re- 
ceive boys tuinted with crime, but all of their 
doors would be open to legitimate objects of

_ RAILROAD ACCIDENTS. 


A Somnapbulist Walks Off of a Moving 
Train and is Instantly Killed—A Man

About So clock last night, as the passenger 
train No.5 ofthe Vandalia line was passing 
West Troy, III., alittle station about fifteen 
miles frem St. Louis, an unknown man walk- 
ed off of the rear platform of one of the cars 
while the train was going at full speed. As 
he stepped to the ground he was thrown for- 
ward, his head striking the end of a rail that 


was lying beside the track, death resulting 
instantly. The body was found a few mo- 
ments afterwards by some passers-by. As 
the train proceeded it was evident that no 
one aboard was aware of the 
man's fate, and his absence Will 
probably not be discovered until the train 
reaches its destination. The man was dressed 
in a suit of brown- striped material, wore a 
soft felt bat, calf skin boots and appeared in 
every way to be quite respectable. It is sup- 
posed that the man walked off the platform 
while fast asleep and methis death uncon- 
sciously.

| TELEPHONE VS. TELEGRAPH. 


Victory in Court, 


A Telephone Must Be Put Up Whenever Ap- 
plied For. 


the Case. 


Judge Thayer this morning rendered a 
written opinion on the motion to quash the 
alternative writ of mandamus in the case of the 


American Union Telegraph Company vs. th 
Bell Telephone Company. ‘The suit arese — 
the refusal of the telephone company to put 
one of their instruments in the office of the 
telegraph company, The telegraph company 
went before Judge Thayer of the Circuit 
Cours and asked for 4 com- 
pelling order. An alternative writ of 
mandamus was ordered to issue against the 
defendants, and they came into court and 
made a motion to quash it. This the Judge 
refuses to do, and in the opivion rendered he 
goes into the merits of the case and decides 
tbat the Bell Telephone Company must put 
up their instruments wherever they are ask- 
ed to. The opinion is a most 
important one, as it goes over new ground 
and as there is much involved in the result. 
Telephones have eome into extensive use in 
the last year and the relations of corporations 
that control them to individuals, other cor- 
porations and the general public are largely 
undefined. In the cuse ust de- 
cided the telephone company is 
charged with having been supported in 
their course toward the American Union Tel- 
egraph Company by the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company, as there is between these 
two organizations a great rivalry. 

In this case Mr. Melville C. Day is the at- 
torney for the American Union Telegraph 
(ompany and Mr. E. T. Allen for the Bell 
Telephone Company. 

The principles of law applicable to rail- 
road companies and other common carriers 
unquestionably applv to telegraph and tele- 
phone companies. Unlike other mere private 
corporations, they are under certain positive 
obligations to the public. Having established 
their lines and adopted a uniform mode of 
serving the publie eonsistent with their char- 
tered wers, they must treat all persons 
similurly situated with respect to those lines 
alike and without unjust discrimination. 
It is not forthem to select whom they will 
serve, or impose conditions of service on one 
class of customers that do not apply equally 
to all persons occupying the same relative pos- 
ition toward the eompany.—56 Lllineis, 377; 55 
Illinois, 95; 49 IHinois, 33; 30 Howard, N. V., 
403; 67 Maine, 209; 6 Otto, 1. If the 
respondent in this case had con- 
tented itself with erecting its lines and 
establishing its foffices at certain designated 
points, and had stationed its own agents at 
such offices to receive and transmit messages 
as is usual with telegraph companies, I know 
of no law that would have compelled it at the 
request of any private person or corporatira 
to place instruments in private offices oi resi- 
dences, and establish private stations for the 
use of particular individuals or corporations. 

If the respondent had elected to use its 
franehise in the manner last indicated. its 

DUTY TO THE PUBLIC 

would have compelled it to recefve and trans- 
mit such messages as were tendered at its 
own offices to its own agents without dis- 
crimination as to persons or as to the price 
charged for such service, and it could nat 
have been compelled to assume other obliga- 
tions or render other service to the public. 
But if it erects its main line along a certain 
street or streets under a power granted in its 
charter to use public higaways for that pur- 
pose and under a charter granting it the power 
to condemn land for the construction of a tel- 
ephone line, and if it elects to serve 
tbe public by furnishing instruments 
to residents along such line for private use, 
and by making connections between such in- 
struments and its main line; above all, if it 
holds itself out tothe public as prepared to 
furnish such instruments and make such con- 
nections for all who may apply—then I should 
say that its duty to the public compels it to 
treat all residents along such line with abso- 
lute impartiality. 

It cannot grant such facilities or render 
such service te one citizen or corporation and 
refuse like privileges to his next door neigh- 
bor. The charter of the respondent was not 
granted for any such purpose, nor does it 
confer upon the corporation any such power 
to discriminate among its customers. 

According to the avermeuts of the petition, 
the respondent has adopted the mode of 
transacting business within the city of St. 
Louis last aboveindicated. Instead of main- 
taining offices in charge of its own agents for 
the reception and transmissiòn of messages at 
eertain disignated points, it supplies instru- 
ments to residences, offices and hotels con- 
tiguous to its main line, and makes 
all proper connections with such 
main line at uniform rates and holds 
itself out tothe world as prepared to supply 
all persons with such facilities tor communi- 
cation who reside or occupy oflices contiguous 
to its established lines. 

Such being the established mode of trans- 
acting business adopted by the respondent ac- 
cording to the averments of the bill, it follows 
from the principles above stated that in re- 
fusing to grant to the relator such facilities as 
it affords to other customers it has violated an 
— gat by public duty imposed upon it by 

aw. 

It was suggested on the oral argument of 
this motion. if I understand counsel proper- 
ly, that the mode of transacting business al- 
leged to have been adopted by the respondent 
was 

NOT IN PURSUANCE OF ITS CHARTER, 
and that this proceeding would not be to 
compe! a use of its franchise not contemplat- 
ed by law. I have examined the act under 
which respondent was incorporated, and I 
find nothing therein that can fairly be said to 
prohibit such use of the franchise as respond- 
ent has seen fit toadopt. Atall events the 
State has not as yet taken 
any steps to restrain the respondent 
from exercising its franchise in the manner at 
present adopted, nor do I see any valid reason 
for such interference. I fully agree with the 
respondent that the Court has no power to 
compel the respondent to attach its lines to the 
relator’s lines, nor to compel a joint use 
of any pai ticular wire or system of wires by 
the two corporations. These are matters 
that must be arranged by private contract 
between the parties. But itis evident from 
the relator’s complaint that the relief demand 
ed is not of the character last supposed. 

am furthermore of the opinion that man- 
damus will lie to enforce the performance of a 
ublie duty such as is here sought to be en- 
orced. In the cases above cited the right to 
such writ was conceded. See also 45 Bar- 
bour, 136. 

The motion to quash the alternative writ 

will be overruled and the respondent will be 


ruled to make return to the writ.
